Deaf Mute Accuses 
S»§pect In Court 



A cteaf mute faced his alleged 
assailant during criminal 
proceedings in lyiunicipal Court 
Monday in what is believed to be 
the first incident of it's kind in 
resort city judicial history. 

Uget Green, 35, of Sand Pit 
Road, who according to 
testimony is unable to hear, 
Mp(>uk, read or write, appeared 
In court as the victim of an 
ultcged malicious assault and 
«rn)(Hl robbery. 

Koosevclt M. Painter, 22, of 
Barrs Road, was chvged with 
the alleged wounding, cut- 
ting, and robbery of Green on 
the afternoon of U . July 17 
during a party at a i csidence in 
the Burton Station area of 
Virginia Beach. 

Painter, according to officials, 
is charged with allegedly cutting 
Green several times when a 
fight involving several men 
broke out in the yard of the 
home, ai well as allegedly 
taking a watch and $5 from 
Green during the altercation. 

Hev. John W. Stallings, pastor 
of the Deaf Missionary Church 
in Norfolk, acted as interpreter 
during court proceedings 



relaying questions directed to 
Green and conveying his 
responses to the court by means 
of sign language. 

Stallings was qualified to act 
in this capacity by presenting 
the court with a card identifying 
him as being listed with the 
National Registry of Interpeters 
for the Deaf. 

During the 20 minute court 
proceedings Green, "speaking" 
through Stallings in- 
terpretations of sign language 
into vocal responses, told the 
court Painter was the man who 
attacked him. ^ 

As the trial proceeded nearly 
everyone in the court room, 
those waiting to testify in other 
cases and specatators on hand to 
witness activities, seemed to be 
held spellbound as they silently 
watched the proceedings. 

Stallings not only relayed 
information between Green and 
ll\o i-tnirl but ul»o kept Cireon 
informed on on the examination 
of other witnesses testifying in 
court by moans of sign language 
to allow Green to gain full

Information publi^ied by the 
Post iftated Womack has been 
s«M«ieed by Ju^u Barring ton 
D. Pwiter, in the District of 
Columbia's U.S. District CiMirt, 
to 7 >i years impiliMimmt 
following his convi^on oS ob* 
scenity law violations. 

Recent Post articles stated 
Womack, a 42-year-old former 
George Washington University 
professor of philosophy, was 
convicted in July by an eight- 
man feur-woman fedwal jury of 
interstate movement of otacme 
literature. 

The chargn against Womack 
stemmed from alleged 
distribution by his firm, the 
Potomac News Co., of 17 
publications oriented to 
honrwsexuals. He was found 
guilty of transporting and 
mailing 15 of the pubUcations 
over state lines. 

These, according to the Post, 
included such publlcatloni as 
•My Last Time. . .Never 
Again," "Boys Who Seduce 
Other Boys" and several copies 
of "Boys" which contain serin 
of photographs of young 
children in the nude in erotic 
poses. 

During Womack's trial the 
prosecution reportedly con- 
tended the publications were 
"lewd, lascivious and filthy," 
while his defense was based on 



the premise ttie material only 
held appeal for a "normal erotic 
interest." 

Post articles quoted Womack 
with saying "I simply think 
homosexualsshmildbeallowedto 
read what^ they want," He 
hirthtt drfended his acUona, 
according to the Post, by Mitii^ 
he ^believed "bomoitxusls 
slwiiid have the rii^t to the 
same kind of literature that 
hetrosexuals have." 

When the jury retunwd It's 
guilty verdict last month Judge 
Parker deferred sentencing 
until last Wednesday, Aug. 25, at 
the same time rescinding 
Womack's bond and ordering he 
be deUined in Jail until hirtiier 
proceedings. 

Last Wednesday Parker 
sentenced Wcunack to prison 
terms of me to Utree years on 



his conviction on interstate 
transporation of obscene 
material, plus a term of 18 
months to 4^a years on his 
convictkm of interstate mailing 
of obscene material. He also 
decr^ that Uie sentences be 
served consecutively, thtis 
resulting in the maximum ten^ 
0^ 1% yeara Impflsonment. He 
defied until Monday a hearing 
on Wrack's request for boni 
pen<ttn9 an appeal of his cm- 
viction. 

According to. the Post Judge 
Parker Monday released 
Womack on 12,500 bond. In 
making the move Judge Parker, 
the Post stated, decreed tiiat 
Wrnnack is "not to mgage in 
publishing comparable 
literature (pornography)" 
during U)e time he remained 
free on bond.

Lucky's Skilo" 
and "Fortune." are scheduled to 
enter court on charges of 
"operating a lottery." 

Attorney General Miller, on 
July 20. ruled that the game of 
"Skilo" appears to "constitute a 
tottery under section 18,1-340 of 
the Code of Virginia." 

Miller issued his ruling in 
re^Htnse to a request from 
Norfolk Commonwealth's At- 
torney Joi^h H. Campbell in 
which Campbell deMribed the- 
method of ^y used in the game 
of Skllo along with the 
possibility of receiving ca^ as a 
prize in the game. 

Police reporU indicate Uurt 
lAkcky's Skilo manager Edward 
V. Randall. 47. of Winston-Salem 
Avenue, and Fortune manager 
George W. Barnes. S5. of Fern 
Court, were arrested on charges 
of operatit« a tottery foUowing 
an investi^Uon on these ac- 
tivities. 

Authorities indicated they had

I am going to 
request a public hearing to be 
held at the Virginia Beach 
(TonVention Center, I am 
going to write to the Department 
of the Interior, Fish and Wildlife 
Service: the State of Virginia, 
Bureau of State Parks; and the 
City of Virginia Beach. I will 
request that the hearing be held 
sometime in October. This 
should give time for all in- 
terested persons to prepare their 
arguments for side." 

"It is hoped that the State, at 
this hearing, will finally tell the 
city fathers just what the master 
plan is for False Cape State 
Park. It is my understanding 
that the city has been promised 
this plan since last February but 
has received nothing." 

"Personally, I feel that 
False Cape State Park will 
become anotlwr SeashtMre State 
Park, a State wpwk whic^tthe 
citizens of Virginia Beach 
caimot use. I hope we will not let 
this happen."

Drivers 
feminded 
If School 

:ileeves E. Johnson, chairman 
(^ the Virginia Beach Highway 
Safety Commission, has issued 
an urgent appeal to Virginia 
^ach drivers today for greater 
etiution during the ensuing 
months. 

"At no other time of the year," 
^^mson said, "are our very 
young children more vubierable 
(Q the dangers of the street 
^n in early fall, when in- 
creased play activity and the 
return to school go hand-in-hand 
in exposing the child to street 
traffic." 

"While we can technically lay 
"^Mrt of Uie blame for such 
deaths on the shoulders of the 
Ji^g pMle involved," he said, 
"the lions share of the 
responsilNlity must rest with the 
motorist. Immaturity and 
Irresponsibility are normal 
chil(tt)ood traits. The driver must 
realize-even expect-that^ such 
heedlessness sooner or later will 
send a child dashing into the 
paUi of his car. It Is his moral 
responsibility to be able to c(^e 
with this sutuation when it 
wriseB." 

The Virginia Beach Highway 
Safety Commission, which is 
knally sponsoring this month's 
program of traffic safety 
educatim, is cooperating with 
die Virginia Highway Safety 
Division in its emphasis on child 
safety. Public education efforts 
d the two groups are being 
coordinated in Virginia Beach 
by the Virginia Beach HighWay 
^fety Commission. 

"Although most of us dislike 
the idea of living by 'rules'," 
J<^son said, "the motorist with 
a conscience will want to heed 
the rules of safe driving that will 
protect our youngsters." "We 
^ould all drive," Johnson said, 
"as though every child we en- 
counter were our own. And— 
sAice they represent the fiiture 
of our country— they do belong 
to all of us!" 



School Consolidation Discussed By Guy 



Delegate Richard D. Guy, the 
Democratic nominee for State 
Senate, was an invited speaker 
at Tuesday evening's Save Our 
Neighborhood Schools meeting 
Iwld at Uie London Bridge Fire 
Department. Guy's main tO|ric 
was the controversial school 
district consolidation issue for 
busing purposes which has been 
mentioned by Norfolk officials, 
who have teen eying the 
Virginia Beach schools as a 
source of relief to their problem 
of exodusing taxpayers leaving 
Norfolk to live in surrounding 
cities. A portion of Guy's 
conmients on this issue follows. 

On the question of the con- 
solidation of the school districts 
of separate cities such as 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk, we 
have another instance of the 
complete failure of Mr. Caton to 
represent die interests of the 
people of Virginia Beach. House 
Bill 956, introduced at the 1970 
session of the General 
Assembly, had as its primary 
purpose the prohibition of the 
consolidating of school districts 
for the purpose of allowing 
busing betweoi such cities as 
Norfolk and Virginia Beadi. 



When the bill came up, Mr. 
Caton ignored the fact that the 
entire Black and White com- 
munities of Virginia Beach are 
very much opposed to busing 
between cities and he cast the 
vote that killed this bill. In the 
House most members agreed 
with my view that this bill was 
the proper way to establish the 
policy of the state and the best 
opportunity for the elected 
representatives of the people of 
Virgijiia to express the view of 
Virginians that all children 
shodd be allowed to attend 
school in their own city. The bill 
passed easily with only 3 
dissenting votes. In the Senate 
the bill ran into trouble and 
needed one more vote to pass. 
Mr. Caton refused to vote for the 
bill with the result that the vote 
against the bill was 19-18 and the 
st^nte had refu'^ed to take a stand 
against consolidation of school 
disU-icts. Mr. Caton's vote made 
the difference and has opened 
the door iw busing between 
cities! 

In the Richmond-Chesterfield 
County school consolidation 
case the question of state policy 
(m this question has been very

impose an executive 
moratorium on any busing 
initiated by any executive 
agency until the outcome of the 
proposed constitutional 
amendment can be determined. 
Warren said, "Jaycee President 
H. Jack Jennings, Jr. had 
written to the President en- 
dorsing Congressman 
Downing's request. 

It is most important Warren 
reiterated that the public write 
letters to Congressmen, 
especially Downing and 
Whitehurst urging passage ^ 
the amendment. Warren in- 
dicated he would provide 
assistance to anyone desiring 
information on how to write to 
congressmen or congressional 
committees. 

For this reason Warren said, 
"letters have been sent to all 
members of both the House aiul 
Senate Judiciary Committees by 
Jaycee President Jack Jennings 
urging prompt action in getting 
the resolutions to the floor for a 
vote. Public opinions may be the 




only thing which can force 
Judiciary committee action and 
citizens are therefore urged to 
make their feelings known to 
their local representatives and 
senators as well as to members 
of the Judiciary committes. 

The construction amending 
process requires that once a 
Joint resolution has been ap- 
proved by the House and Senate 
that the amendment then be 
approved by legislatures of ^4 of 
the states within a period of 
seven years. Normally an 
amendment would not take that 
long as in the case of the most 
recent amendment granting the 
right to vote to 18 year olds. 

Nevertheless, it could be some 
time before a constitutional 
amendment could effectively 
eliminate busing. Meanwhile it 
appears the busing will continue 
thus threatening the health and 
welfare of sdiool children and at 
the same time degenerating our 
system of quality education. 

This busUiess of busing sub- 
jects children to undue risk in 
being bused all over town and is 
some areas being required to 
change busses one or more 
times. One of the most tragic 
things about it Warren pointed 
out is the significant amount of 
time which busing takes out of a 
childs normal daily routine. 
Time which might otherwise be 
used for recreation or study. 

Of course there is also the 
anxiety which is created among 
parents and the undue financial 
hardship which are imposed on 
families in areas where they are 
required to pay for busmg. In 
other areas the financial hard- 
ships fall cm the municipality; 
bardships which must

Drowns 

The body of a Virginia Beach 
man was found floating In surf 
along the North Carolina Coast, 
a short distance south of the 
Virginia border, Monday nlf^t 
after vanishing about 24 hours 
earlier. 

Police identified him as- 
Luther T. Hubbard, 39, of 
Bassett Avenue. 

Officials quoted Hubbard's 
son Michael with saying his 
father took an outboard boat 
some 300 yards offshore, in the 
Atlantic Ocean west of the False 
Capes, about 10.30 p.m. Sunday 
night to set fishing nets. 

Young Michael, who remained 
on shore, is quoted with saying 
he suddenly heard his father call 
for help. He summoned a friend, 
Charles Robertson, who swam 
out to assist Hubbard. 

When Rol»rtson reached ttje 
boat, which was circling about 
an impromtu anchor, he failed 
to see any sign of Hubbard. 

An immediate search was 
launched for Hubbard involving 
Coast Guard units, Game 
Wardens, Virginia Beach police, 
the resort city's larger police . 
boat and volunteers. 

The search continued 
throughout Sunday night and 
Monday without any sign of 
Hubbard, and was still in 
progress when the body was 
discovered Monday night.

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A City Manager Whose Ideas Were Way

CouncUman G«orgt F«rrtU 
recently quii^Md at i councU

W. Russell Hatchett was Town 
Manager (Virgtaiia Beach 
then a Town), Fort Story 
planning an expansion of Itl 
facilities and the plans called lot 
dumping raw sewage into tht 
Atlantic Ocean. The base at ^biA 
time was consideraUy mora 
populated then it is today. 

Hatchett rose up in arms and

Hatdiett Day.. .a man who was 
fDini Manager when the resort 
ma barely budding on the 
Atlantic coastline; a man who 
iras City Manager when little 
sIHrginia Beach (the present 
leach Borough) itierged with 
qirawling Princess Anne County 
(the ottier six boroughs) to form 
the World's Urgest Resort City.' 

Hatchett is one of those 
"unfortunate" men whose ideas 



.are ahead of the times; un* 
fortunate because of the 
frustrations caused by an 
apathetic public, unfortunate 
because of the fighting required 
to make one forward step. 

But he made many forward 
steps in his years as manager, 
each well wortii the painful stei» 
backward forced upon him when 
he hit a brick wall of lack of 
interest. 

Hatchett's struggle to 
Mtablish a state>wide junior 
college educational program is a 
prime example of his 
foresightedness. And his 
frustration. 

As early as 1960, nlwn the 
community college system was 
non-exiktant, Hatchett was 
pushing for Virginia to lead the 
way in a two*year junior college 
program designed to ease the 
enroUmmt burden he foresaw at 
major institutions. 

His idea was to strategically 
locate these colleges throughout 



the state tor freshman and 
sophomore classM only. The 
major colleges would handle 
nothing but junior and senior 
enrollment. 

In an interview with thli 
writer In February, 1980, Hat- 
chett said: '"nils would provide 
better educational facilities and 
avoid overcrowded conditions. 
Another advantage would be 
that we could keep the 
youngsters at home for another 
couple of years, This would be a 
help hi many social problems." 

He hoped to see the progmn 
darted right here in Virginia 
Beach; at least in Virginia. 
Eventually he hoped it would 
take hold throughout the 
country. 

Not content to just dream 
about the possibility, Hatchett 
took his idea to state officials, 
even to Senator John F. Kmi- 
nedy. In a letter to the late 
president, dated Novmiber 7, 
1960, just prior to his election to 




the iM-esidcncy. HirtdMtt silted 
that Kennedy "give some 
thought to a sUidy of iniys and 
means of develoi^ a two-year 
college system all across our 
land." 

His plea to state offidids went 
unheeded; his letter to Kennedy 



went unadnowlaclgad. "It WM 
sent right in the heat of tlia 
alectfam," Hatchett theoriHa. 
"fU always think It joat (ttdn't 
mch him beoiuao It reaUy was 
wdiaracteristic of the roan not 
la respond bi ai^ nyuuw." 

In recent yean HatclMtt's 
JuniiH' collie idea has become a 
nality. The opening of a 
Community College Ctempua In 
Virginia Beach la truly Qm 
rMlizatlm) of a dream. But ttia 
Idea aa bnidomntad is a f « cry 
from what he had in mhid and 
kas not served mm ^ the nMn 
purposes, the alleviation of 
overcrowded major collides. 

"By keeping the first two 
yean in the larger schoola, m 
Uiey have always dme, it means 
that they are more crowded thm 
ever and that more and rumw 
schools are needed," Hatchett 
said. "If they had only spUt It, u 
I suggested, it would have been 
so simple."

The prospect of the 
City of Richmond dumping 
additional millions of gallons of 
only chlorine treated sewage 
into the James River and 
Holland Utilities and others 
further polluting the Lynnhaven 
River and other local bodies of 
water doan't aj^eal to me," he 
concluded.

Lynnhaven Councilman Fteid 
Ervin has again urged his fellow 
councilmen to take more 
definite and construction steps 
in easing this city's serious 
sewage problems. 

In a letter to members of City 
Council. Ervln outlined a 
resolution which, he said, had 
been sent to the City Clerk in 
hopes it will be placed on the 
agenda for the September 20 
meeting. 

Ervin' has been one of the 
strongest advocates of tighter 
controls over planning ap- 
plications which might affect 
overloaded sewer lines, 

As he explained to council in 
his letter: "Last January, 
meeting in executive session 
with representatives of the State 
Water Control Board and State 
Health Department, we were 
made aware of the intricate 
nature of this problem and the 
very difficult task of remedying 
violations. 

"Since that session, malfunc- 
tions on the part of private 



utility systems, individual septic 
tanks and even HRSDCs 
Chesapeake-Elizabeth treat- 
ment plant have underscored 
the tremendous potential danger 
we have in this city. " he said 

As if to substantiate the 
councilman's concern, a 
malfunction of (he Holland 
Utilities plant caused raw 
sewage to How out of a manhole 
on Kellam Road over the week- 
end. 

The flow dumped into a ditch 
which eventually carried the 
sewage into the Western Branch 
of the Lynnhaven River. 

"Various citizens groups have 
decried the situation and pled 
with us to take positive acticm." 
Ervin stated in his letter. "In the 
interim, valuable shell fish beds 
have bem closed and pollution 
of our w^tervMys has reached 
dangerous, tf not unsafe, 
levels." 

Ervin's resolution may be 
altered by the City Attorney 
before it reaches council, at the

E. B. "Bubba" Bayne, ap- 
pointed to the newly created 
position of Fire Chief of Virginia 
Beach, indicates his first major 
project will be the coordination 
of the various fire departments 
of the resort city under a cen- 
tralized direction. 

Placing the various fire 
departments. which are 
presently directed by unit 
chiefs, under the direction of an 
overall fire chief was a major 
recommendation in the 
Municipal Fire Protection Study 
compiled for Virginia Beach last 
year by the National Loss 
Control Service Corporation. 

Bayne's appointment was 
announced by City Manager 
Roger Scott during last Friday's 
City Council meeting. The an- 
nouncement followed several 
months of consideration of a 
number of applicants by Scott. 
Bayne has served for 34 years 
in the Beach Borough fire 
department, and as Chief of the 
department for the past 24 
years. That unit is comprised of 
volunteers as well as paid 
firemen. 

When asked what he felt would 
be his top priority moves Bayne 
replied "We've got to get the 
companies organlted and we

want to put some paid men 
next year's budget." 

The utilizing of paid men in 
the various fire departments 
which are presently manrwd by 
volunteers was also recom- 
mended in the Fire Protection 

Study. 

Bayne points out another 
major move will be "to divide 
the city into two districts and get 
two deputy chiefs and a drill 
instructor." 

The dividing of the city into 
individual fire districts under 
the guidance of a deputy chief, 
according to Bayne. is another 
step towards the coordination of 
all fire departments in the city. 

The naming of a drill in- 
structor is an indicaliqn Bayne 
desires to assure exposing all 
firemen to more uniform 
procedures which will permit 
them to assist each other in a 
more standard method 

Bayne says he intends to 
request financial allocations for 
the deputy chiefs and drill in- 
structor iri the next City budget. 

Bayne also pointed to other 
steps which he feels cteserve 
immediate attention by saying 
"Another major job is the 
realignmg of the Beach Borough 
paid fire department, the Fire 
Inspection Bureau, and the Fire 
Dispatchers Office." 

Bayne is quick to point out 
these steps basically "will mean 
a change in title but no loss in 
pav for the people Involved" 

the relocation of his office as 
soon as possible is one of the 
first moves Bayne wants to 
accomplish. He indicates he will 
establish headquartwrs in the 
Plata area in order to be located 
at a more cent rallied point to 
serve all fire departmwts. 

The vacancy in the Beach 
Borough department created by 
Bayne's new position has 
already been filled. He sa^ he 
has appointed William R. 
Gurlev Sr . who has bsM In the 



Beach Borough department 
since 1947, to take charge of the 
department's operation. 

When asked how he viewed the 
future as Fire Chief of Virginia 
Beach he said "I don't an- 
ticipate any difficulties. I do 
anticipate some problems that 
can be resolved." 

Bayne spoke highly of the 
volunteer firemen of the City 
and the importance of their 
work. He indicated his continued 
faith in them by saying "I'm 
sure we're going to get plenty of 
cooperation from the volunteer 
firemen. "

The storv of Noahs Ark is well known. It is one of the basic links 
In the stor> of our religion II is also one of the most doubted parts of 

Ihe Bible. , ..,.., , , 

In the sixth chapter of Genesis the Bible states the dimensions of 
a wooden ship which we have called Noahs Ark. The Bible tells us 
that the ship was about 451) feet long. 75 feet wide and 45 feet high. 

In about 250 B, C. Babylonian historian Berossus and in about 70 
A D Jewish historian Josephus both stated that the inhabitants of 
the Mount Ararat, in what is now Turkey, had ready access to 
Noflh*s Ark 

Marco Polo even referred to the ship on the top of a mountain. A 
team of avalanche workers in 1840 reported they saw the prow of a 
ship sticking out of an ice pack near the top of Mount Ararat. 

In 1955. Ferdinand Nevarra, a Frenchman, scaled Ararat and 
reported that in a great crevass on the mountain he saw a large 
quantity of hand-tooled timbers. He brought back a five foot long 
four bv six timl)er. 

In i969 he went back with a group and they brought back two 
more timbers. Scientists have dated these timbers at between l,m 
and 5.000 years old. These pieces of wood could well be from Noah's 
Ark. ■ . ^ 

It is reported that just before the Bolshevik Revolution a 
Russian aviator flew over Mount Ararat and reported that he saw 
what looked like a large boat grounded on the shore of a lake near 
the south slope on top of the mountain. J 

( The report said the boat Ipoked like it has a stubby mast, thflftop 
was rounded over, with a flat catwalk about five feet wide down the 
length of it. i 

It was about one-fourth under water. It had been gytly 
dismantled on one side near the front and on the other side t|ere 
were great doorways, one nearly twenty-four feet square, but the 
door was gone. 

A report was sent to the Russian Government and it aroused 
considerable interest. 

This resulted in a group of about 100 being sent to climb the 
mountain. i 

It took two weeks to reach the boat. Complete measurements of 
it were taken, plans of it were drawn and numerous photographs 
were taken. > 

The boat was ,iound lo contain hundreds of small rooms. Some 
with very high ceilings. Some unusually large rooms had fences of 
great timbers across them, some of which were two feet thick and 
designed to hold beasts ten times as large as elephants. 

Other rooms were lined with cages reminding them of those 
used in poultry shows, only instead of chicken wire there were rows 
of metal bars across the front. 

Everything was heavily painted with a warlike paint resembling 
shellac and the workmanship of the craft showed all signs of a high 
type civilization. The wood used throughout was similar to 'the 
cypress family which never rots, and which, being painted and 
frozen most of the time, accounts for its condition of perfect 
preservation. . * ■♦

Russian government was overthrown by the Bolshevic Revolution. 
It is believed the report was. lost or never made public in an effort to 
discredit all belief In the truth of the Bible.

City Manager Deplores 
Beach Public Apathy 




-■ "IHiblic ajMiUiy is one of the 
greatest shortcomings in 
Virginia Beach," City Manager 
Roger M. Scott told some 113 
women attending the opening 
I session of the Council of Gar- 
dens Club of Virginia Beach last 
week at Thalia Methodist 
Church. 

Scott, speaking on "what you, 
as garcten club members and 
citizens of the Beach can do for 
your city," urged the women to 
be interested, be involved, be 
patient and be informed. . .and 



attend City Council meetings. 
"That's where decisions are 
made," he said. 

Noting that it's discouraging 
to witness those who do come to 
Qmncil, he added, "They've 
irobably taken the day off from 
work. But they're interested, 
only in one issue. They'll talk to 
companions when other 
business is conducted and when 
theirs is finished, they're not 
even interested enough to stay 
and find out what's going on." 

And no one, he said, has a 
right to complain unless he or 
she is registered to vote and 
does so. Urging the women to 
keep well informed, he said, 
"Don't go out to the back fence 
and let your neighbor tell you 
how the situation is. And don't 
always count on the 
newspapers-sometimes the 
news is slanted, and then 
sometimes there's a lack of 
space- not enough room to print 
it all." 

And he urged the women to 
take a look around City Hall 
today. Unlike the past, when 
local government was apt to be a 
(dace of political patronage, 
today they'll find highly 



qualified people running the 
city. "We didn't get in this 
business by accident-we chose it 
as a career years ago." 

He admonished the women to 
be patient, noting that other 
cities have had hundreds of 
years in which to build. . ."h*re 
we're trying to build a city in ten 
or 15 years." 

He compared the city to big 
business, and "you are the 
stockholders and cutomers-you 
are in a unique position. And we 
need your support more than 
anything else." 

Hethankedthe women for Uieir 
contribution and beautification 
of Red Wing Park, "You have 
already done a great deal for 
us," he said. He left for con- 
sideration of the Council a 
suggestion to beautify Red Wing 
Golf Course by naming each 
hole for a flower.

presentation and the depth in 
which he had developed his 
group's plans. Maragon had a 
drawing of the sanitation landfill 

area at Laskin and Holly Roads, 
which is about nineteen acres, 
with a tennis complex drawn in 
by a leading tennis court expert. 

The Commission's chairman, 
Maury Riganto, asked Maragon 
and the Tennis Patrons to put all 

the plans, costs, and information 
on other such complexes around 
the country in a formal 
presentation to be voted on by 



the Recreation Commission. If 
their vote would be favorable to 
the proposal, it would be sent on 
to City Council for action. 

Many Beach summer visitors 
like to play tennis while they are 
here, and the Virginia Beach 

Sun has received many letters 
from tourists and various inn- 
keepers and residents have 
received complaints about the 

lack of tennis courts within 
walking distance of the motels. 
The Tennis Patrons and the 
Recreation Commission both 



agreed that additional facilities 
should bring more people to the 
Beach during the summer and 
during September and October. 
Additional visitors means ad- 
ditional money in the pockets of 
the various motels, restaurants, 
and in the City treasurey in the 
form of increased taxes 
collected. 

Of course, an important 
benefit of the courts is that they 
would be available year around 
for the use of local citizens. Also, 
championship facilities in a 



tennis complex would make it 
possible to bring in major tennis 
stars and tournaments. These 

profesl]3m«Jfc. and ranked 
amateur matches would draw 
people to the Beach to watch' the 
play. 

Riganto said, "The Borough of 
Virginia Beach is in dire need of 
additional ' tennis facilities. 
We' vebeen looking for some land, 
but it is hard to find in the resort 
area. The main hold-up on more 
tennis courts seems to be land 
and money. We want a tennis 



complex second to none, 1 would 
like to see Virginia Beach 
become the Tennis Capital of the 
East." 

Harold WhitehursI, Director 
of Parks and Recreation, 
suggested that the only areas 
available at the present time to 
the best of his knowledge were 
located at the 31st Street landfill 
area, near the boat ramp at 
Owl's Creek, and at the Red 
Wing Lake Municipal Golf 
Course. Whitehurst agreed on 
the need for more tennis courts 
in the Borough, and suggested 
that localized small six-court 



satellite couries might be 
scattered around the resort area 
in addition to a tennis complM 
with a stadium and cham- 
pionship facilities. 

Riganto said that he MJ 
discussed making soccer a high 
school sport with varllty 
competition between schooli.

It's the new Bayside Branch of 
the Virginia Beach Health 
D^Hirtmait and it recently 
op«tad iu doors to the public, 
faffed by Mrs. Pamela Hale, 
Nursing Supervisor, six nurses 
and two clerks, it is the largest 
and mwt modern facility of 
three such clinics that haveijeen 
located in Bayside. 

The first opened in February 
1966 on Shell Road at Bobbins 
Coroer. 

Mrs. Gertrude Waller, RN, 
recalls their problems at that 
location. "At one point, when 
they were cutting Independence 
Road through, they also cut a 
water line and we were without 
water for several months. We 
hauled it in five gallon jugs form 
across the street and continued 
with our worl(." 

When that building was torn 
dov/n after the road went' 
through, the clinic rented 
temporary quarters on Pleasure 
House Road. 

And now they're located in the 
new building. It has the most 
modern equipment and the color 
scheme is particularly ap- 
propriate. It's a blue-green 
shade that cheers without 
stimulating. "Everyone likes 
it," Mrs. Hale said. 

"We still haven't all of our 
furniture or the draperies 
hung," she said, 'but we're 
getting there." 

Five doctors hold regular 
clinics weekly or twice weekly. 
Clinics are held as follows: 
Monday: General Pediatrics, 
8:30 a.m. to 11 a.m. First and 
third Mwiday. Maternity, 12:30 
to 3 p.m. 

Tuesday: Well Baby, 10:30 
a.m. to 12 noon.

medically indigent patients, do 
not serve only those on Welfare.

"I'm afraid there's no im- 
mediate answer," he said 
quietly, "the only recourse we 
have now is to seek a Con- 
stitutional Amendment which 
would prohibit involuntary 
busing for this purpose." 

Giving the audience a ray of 
hope, he noted that 55-60 
Congressmen met in 
Washington last week to select 
one of the 33 proposals for 
constitutional amendments 
which have been off«'ed, behind 
which everyone can rally. 

"We knew that we had to 
select just one of those proposals 
around which we must unify, not 



only our strength, the 
congressional strength, but the 
strength oi the peoples of this 
nation," he declared. 

"We took the steps that I hope 
will start us on the way to 
eventual educational and social 
tranquility," he offered. 

Downing wrapped up his 
comments by saying, "I wish I 
could say it could be dpne 
overnight, but it cannot, it's 
going to take time. It will take 
an inordinate amount of 
patience on the part of you and 
people throiq(hout the nation."

built his succMaful Broadway 
reputation on plays rovolvli^ 
around fairly normal people and 
aituations. exaggerated Into 
come^.

mils particular {day brings to 
life the boredom of long-time 
marriage, the feara and 
flrustrations of middliMige, the 
petty little differences between 
couples which suddenly, blown 
out of proportion, shatter a 
relationship. It is a delicate plot 
but If (M-operly handled can 
produce a sensitively serious 
play or a Mlarious comet^. 

"Plaza Suite" accomplishes 
iMlther. It lacks the usuaiSimon 
•xageration and is. instead, 
painfully candid. The over-40- 
and-married crowd will not see 
themselves and laugh. They will 
only see themselves and cringe. 
The Cavalier Playhouse 
selected this 3-act play in good 
faith. It had a long, successful 
run on Broadway and has been 
highly acclaimed by reviewers 
and audiences alike. And tlie 
local theatre does an excellent 
job with it. The charac- 
terizations, the direction, the 
acts, are all outatandlng. But 
that gnawing discomfort is there 
and little can be done to ease it. 
Each of the three acts con- 
cerns different characters in 
separate situations, all taking 
place in one suite in New York's 
famous Plaza Hotel, llie first is 
the most pathetic as a couple 
celebrating their "23rd or 24th" 
anniversary, finally face up to 
the chasm that has grown 
between them. The dowdy wife, 
attempting to hide her fears 
under light-hearted chatter, 
vainjy seeks attention from her 
successful husband, but his only 
interests are his own efforts to 
retain a youthful appearance 
and his affair with his secretary. 
Ilie "lady or the tiger" ending 
at least leaves a ray of hope. 

In the second act the suite 
becomes the scene of "Bedroom 
Tales" for a famous Hollywood 
producer and his flame of 
earlier years, now a suburban 
housewife and mother. She is 
uncomfortable at being in a 
hotd room widi a man; he 
launches a seduction i»-ogram 
while secretly hoping she will be 
different from his many other 
conquesta. Is her family and 
respectability stronger than his 
Hollywood know-how? I'll not 
tell! 

Tlie last act is the cleverest 
and, yes, the funniest. A young 
girl, soon to be married in the 
hotel ballroom, locks Iwrself in 
the bathroom, ignoring the pleas 



and antica <a her panic-stricken 
parento to get her to "come on 
out and gat married." Hia 
mother, a flightly, scat- 
terbrained perstm, quakes at her 
husband's anger. He becomM 
mcHre and more irritated at his 
wife's inadequacies. And Uie 
bathroom remaina formidable 
aa tha daughter has second 
thoughta about marriage, 
three sets of characters, 
credability la put to tha teat and 
obviously depends strongly on 
the talenta of the performers. 
The Cavalier, fortunatdy, haa 
thereal-lif e couple Marty McOaw 
and Gerry ^owe in the lead 
roles. It is to their credit, and 
their exceptional ability, that 
each couple has individuality 
"With very little overlapping in 
characterisation. The three 
female roles are especially 
demanding on Miss McGaw but 
she quite capably slips from the 
dowdy housewife to the 
subitrban cutie to the sadly hair- 
brained mother of the bride. Her 
mugging at times distracts 
rather than enhances but a bit of 
exaggeration does no harm. 
Rowe is strmg and definite as 
the three men each performance 
as individual as even Simon 
himself could have hoped for. 
The show rides on the shoulder 
of the two lead roles but Miss 
McGaw and Rowe are backed by

Let's talk about dogs, man's best friend. We have a dog. Well, he 
doesn't know He ia a dog but we do. Oiff dog is very conaklerato. 
Since we do not have a big house, he leta our Mon share a room widi 
Mm. Of course we all know itis die dog's room. He lets us know that 
over and over. 

When it is dme for our dog to go outskle and use die Ug 
baUuroom under the sky, we open die door and tell him to go do 
what he ia supposed to do and make it quick. If it ia a nlM day we 
put on his leash and he takes us for a walk. 

Our dog is a dachshund and that presents a problem. After a 
good meal his stomach just clears the ground. He can't walk In tall 
grass as he drags and it tickles. He has a favorite place to anawer 
the call of nature, a vacant lot down the street. We have many dogs 
in our neighbwhood and this vacant lot is quite popular. No one 
seems to mind and itdoes come in handy. 

In the area where we live, taking our d(^ fm* a walk to anawer 
the call <^ nature is not a big problem . Of course, if diey ever build a 
house on that vacant lot we will be in trouble. 

What about a dog in a big city? What happens when you don't 
have a vacant lot w a bit of grass by the side of the road ? Tliis very 
probtem is giving many of (wr lai^ cities headaches today. 

Befon you pooh-pooh the Uiought, let me tell you that New York 
City has about SOO.uoodogs. That is half a million dogs. These dogs 
leave about 110,000 POUNDS of solid waste every day on the 
sidewalks, streets «r what little grass they can find. In addition, 
they leave between 2.000 and 3.000 GALLONS of urine. Over a 
year's dme that amounts to the staggering total of up to 40 
MILLION pounds of solid waste and 600,000 to one MILLION 
gallons of urine . 

What happens to all this? For the most part it just stkys where 
Uie dogs leave it. It is a health problem and it has reached the pdnt 
wherejt |»«senU( a real danger. It also presents a real problem for 
thosepeople who try to walk down Uie sidewalk. In some areas with 
higA dog population a trip to the corner is like going dirough the 
obstacle course. 

Medical men say that it is true that on occasion di^ feces cvry 
a larva of a tiny roundworm called Toxocara canis. The worm is 
prevalent in dogs, but when it accidentally gets into a human being 
it finds the surrounding hostile and seeks escape by burroidng 
Uu-ough the body, invading the liver and sometimes the heirt, 
lui^, brain and eyes. Nerve damage and blindness can result. 

Doctors familiar with the infection say there's hardly a Uireatof 
epfaiemic biit they do agree that dogs shouldn't be allowed to relieve 
themselves on or around areas where children play. 

New York has not solved this problem yet but then it has got 
solved many of its other problems. A ni.imber of people are callipg 
for strict V:ws to put a stop to the doggie mess. Since the dogs ab 
not much interested in the law, it y/ill be neceasary fm the ownets 
to be responsible for their pets. 

Some towos are doing somediing. In Nutley, N.J., a town of 
about 33,000 people and 2,000 dogs, they have laws that fine the 
ownNs of dogs that use the sidewalks as outside badirooms. So far, 
only two people have been flned but Uie city officials report it is not 
uncommon to see a dog owner following their dog with a piece of 
cardboard and a bag just in case. 

In New York, someone wrote into a newspaper and offered a 
suggestion. They said when any New Yorker sees a dog foul die 
sMewalk they should rush up to the owner, not the dog, grab him or 
her by die neck and push the owiwr's nose into the doggie's mess. 
Then he shouki beat the owner abCHit the head widi a newspaper 
and shout "No. no, naughty owner, mustn't do that! " 

To those of us who live in small towns it might not seem like such 
a big thing but just think, 40,000,000 pounds of doggie doe a year en 
Uie sidewalks of New Y<»-k. It woiJd take over 26 2-ton truck loads a 
day just to haul it away. I am glad our dog doesn't want to live in a 
laige city . As loi^ as he is happy where we are we will sure stay out 
of New York. 

That's a doggie town.

Mothers of schoo"' children, 
and especially first griiders, owe 
a debt of gratitude to volunteers 
such as Mrs. ME. (Patricia) 
Mikkelson. Not that Pat would 
dream of expecting gratitude: 
"After all, the beauty of being a 
volunteer is that she wants to be 
where she is, and doing what 
she's doing," she says 

Pat's a volunteer tytor in the 
Beach's Reading Readiness 
program. It's proven highly 
successful since it was in- 
troduced into the 34 elementary 
schools two years ago. 

Designed to help children in 
three areas: Visual training, 
grou motor coordination and 
reading readiness, the program 
depends, to a large extent, upon 
the willing volunteer. Some 30 
women gave of their services 
last year. 

Who is the volunteer? Miss 
Patricia King, reading super- 
visor, says there are no 
educational requirements, but 
there an two requisites: "The 
volunteer must have a love of 
people and be reliable. Our 
children are crushed when a 
volunteer fails to show up for her 
appointmmt. " 

Pat Mikkelson rates high in 
both qualifications. And she has 
an acMed incentive as well: Her 
son. Jeffrey, 7, is a child with a 
visual and motor coordination 
problem and a normal capacity 
for learning. 

"Jeffrey's doing beautifully 
He's now in his second year at 
the Tidewater Rehabilitation 
Institute." 

Before he entered the school. 
Pat and Jeffrey drove 80 miles 
daily or two round trips to the 
Diagnostic Ad^ustive and 



Correction Center in Port- 
smouth. 

"I am so grateful for 
everything that people have 
done for us that the least I can do 
is help these other children." 

The rewards are fantastic. 
Pat confessed it's really an ego 
booster the way the children 
come to love you and look for- 
ward to seeing you for their two 
or three hours one morrdng a 
week that the volunteer spends 
with them. 

Pat helps children in the field 
of gross motor training and 
visual perception. 

"These youngsters with 
normal learning capacity 
perceive the world*^*fferenOy 
than we do. Theji'rt like a 
camera out of focus-the 
message comes across 
scrambled." 

Patiently and with repitition 
they are taught to adjust and 
there is no pressure, no passing 
nor failing in the correctional 
classes. 

' "And if their problem is 
caught early they can most 
always be cured. These are the 
children who used to Im a 
problem in school, but now we 
look on them as children with a 
problem," she said. 

The entire Mikkelson family: 
husband, Mervin, a master chief 
stationed at Dam Neck; Joseph, 
14, Jennifer, 5 and Jeffrey help 
Pat cut and paste the materials 
with which she instructs her 
little charges. 

And the percentage of 
children entering first grade 
who need help is increasing 
alarmingly.

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Create Jobs To 
Fight World Hunger

Rome - There's a new 
keyword for fighting world 
hunger. It's unemployment. 

The green revolution brought 
about by the new miracle rice 
and other high-yidding grains is 
{laying its part in feeding the 
world's exj^oding population 
But the experts at the United 
Natics Food and Agriculture 
Organization here tielieve now 
that their most urgent and nost 
difficult problem is the lack of 
jobe in underdeveloped nations. 

The 3,000 FAO staff members 
advising 119 member nativ.is on 
economic development 
problems are headquartered 
herein handsome white marble 
buildings designed to house 
Benito Mussolini's office of 
territories, when that Italian 
dictator dreamed of an overseas 
empire. 

The atb-active rooftop terrace 
and «Sning room afford an ex- 
citii^ view of Rome's most 
famous landmarks, the Roman 
forum, the Palatine Hill and the 
Baths of Caracalla, with the 
dome of St. Peter's in the distant 
background. 

The various confereice rooms 
are attractively decorated with 
Persian carpets, Indonesian 
wood panels. East European 
wall hangings or other 
characteristic furnishings given 
by the member nations 

The work there now em- 
l^sizes the first world wide 
attack on unemployment, as the 
FAO staff faces "this problem of 
stunning proportions": 

* Nearly 70 percent of the 
people in the developing world 
depend on agriculture for their 
livelihood. 

* At least one-half of these 
today are unemployed or un- 
deremployed. 

* If present rates of population 
^owth continue, in the year 1985 
some 880 million people wUi be 
crowded into the rural areas of 
Asia alone which are today 
already overaowded with 650 
million. By the peak year of 
20S0, the rural Asian population 
wUl leap to 2.8 biilioa 

* By 198S, only 14 years from 



now, the developing countries 
will require nearly 2-1/ 2 times 
as much food aa 1962. 

* Seeds of violence are all too 
apparent as the masses in 
developing countries struggle to 
escape poverty and ther^we 
crowd into shantytowns and 
hotbeds of unrest in the cities 
seeking jobs. 

""Fhe^future of the developing 
world /is largely a question of 
what it can do about its 
agriculture," summarizes FAO 
Director General Addeke H. 
Boerma of The Netherlands. 

FAO recognizes that the 
solut.'ons to problems , of 
population control and a more 
rapid increase in off-farm jobe 
may lead beyond the boundaries 
of its chief cci'icerns. For 
example, FAO is developing 
jointly with the International 
Labor Organization research 
projects on rural emidoyment. 

FAO's Indicative World Flan 
f OT Agricultural Devetopment is 
an unprecedented effort to 
analyse the main issues facing 
agriculture in the 1970's and 
early iseo's and to set targets 
and objectives. 

Yet many delegations, in 
shaping the plan, called 
unemidoyment prc^lems "the 
major ttveat to social stability 
in the world as a whole" and 
considered the Plan's unique 
emphasis on "this grim 
problem" as one of its major 
contributions. 

And (telegates at the Second 
World Food Cmgress last year 
in The Hague recognized that 
"at every stage of preparation 
and im^ementatibh of national 
developmeitt programs special 
attention would need to be gven 
to empioymmt imi^ications." 

The unsophisticated 
leadership of an underdeveloped ' 
nation may seek the prestige of 
owning its own jet airline when 
what is really needed is more 
jobs for agricultural workers. 

Moreover, the obvious 
scdutions - population planning 
and creation of jobs outside 
agriculture - will not openie 
fast enough, Dr. Boernu warns. 

"Most of what can be done 
over the next decade and a half 
to meet the crisis will have to be 
done where the crisis exists • on 
the land itself," according to Dr. 
Boorma. "Undoubtedly the beat

hope lies in more intensive use 
of the land The imperative need 
is to raise productivity per unit 
of land through the use of 
modern technology and by in- 
creasing the rate of crop 
growing. 

"Tiie Indicative World Plan 
also advocates {MJblic wwks 
programs that could make use 
of otherwise wasted resources of 
human labor in hel|ring to build 
irrigation works, roads, com- 
mu^cations systems, schools, 
hospitals and so forth." 

In reviewing economic 
development plcms of un- 
derdeveloped nations, FAO 
experts are recommending 
labor-intensive activities sudi 
as these, rather than capital- 
intenaive industries such as 
manufacturing, which are labor- 
saving and put a drain on 
foreiffi exchange. 

"In the Imger run in- 
dustrialization in rural areas 
must be based on combining 
more modern technology and 
capital with labor. The in' 
dustries which are attractive 
from this point of view are those 
based on agricultural raw 
materials, for example sugar 
manufacture, cotton ginning, oil 
extraction, feed mixing, canning 
and other food processing," 
according to FAO. 

TIm green revolution, in fact, 
raises a basic and as yet 
unresolved question as to 
whether the high-yielding 
varieties of cereals have a 
positive or negative influence on 
labor use. Do the high-yielding 
varieties provide higher in- 
comes for innovating farmers 
and therefore incentives for 
them to mechanize, while 
penalizing farmers in marginal 
areas where labor use is in- 
tensive? Or do the miracle 
grains create demand for better 
food and thus provide more jobs 
in harvesting and threshinf^ 

The green revolution at least 
has bought time - a breath tag 
space of about 20 yrars. And the 
problems and objectives in the 
Indicative World Plan signify 
that we are indeed in a race 
against time. 

Dr. Boerma says, "While 
many wise and well-intentioned 
pe(4>le sit calmly deliberating ^ 
their elegant council chambers, 
IK-essurea are building up in the 
developing countries which 
could lead to violence The 
choice before us is whether 
changes and growth shall come 
about in constructive and 
peaceful fashion or whetho- they 
will be accompanied by violent 
disorder and uf^eaval."

In commenting on the "Ad 

Hoc" committee he declared, 

VAnytime ymi can get 55 or W 

Congressmen together from 

tmth parties, form all over the 

United States, behind a single 

issue like this, I can tell you we 

are starting to move." 
Whitehurst remarked that he 

bad tallced with his contact in 

the White House and asked for 

an audience with the Preskient 

concerning the bill. 
"We've got lip service, now we 

want action," he declared. 

A most colorful and poignant 
speaker was introduced as "Just 
9 plain citizen giving his per- 
sonal views." 

. Owens Williams of Port- 
smouth, the only black speaker 
(tf the day.^mmented on the 
rumor that SONS is dying. 

"I want people to know that 
SQNS is not dying, we are 
stronger than we ever were and 
we're going to get stronger," he 
said. 

Bringing shouts of "right on" 
and "tell it like it is," he stated, 
"We are going to let the Federal 
Government and the NAACP 
and the rest of the people know 
that we are tired of being pushed 
around." 

"I was bused-I didn't like it 
then and I don't like it now," 
Williams declared. 

Amidst cheers and applause, 
Williams shouted, "We're going 
to stick together, black and 
white." 

The featured speaker of the 
day was former Florida 
Governor Claude R. Kirk, Jr. 

A forceful speaker, Kirk 
paced the stage stating, "Your 
answer is clearly organization, 
effort and democracy." 

"The only way you're going to 
win this battle for quality 
education for every child in 
America, and to stop forced 
busing is to create a county or 
city organization tied to a 
national Organization," he 
declared. 

The Governor and his former 
aide Paul Sullivan, are in the 
process of forming a national 
organization to combat forced 
busing. 

"We are going all across this 
and to stir up. As it were, 
because that's democracy in 
action," he noted. 

Kirk charged everyone to go 
house by house and find, "what 
Uie position of the people in that 
house is." 

"If they are for forced busing, 
let it be known, if they are 
against forced busing, let it be 
known but we must know what 
every one in every house feels 
about tomorrow's children," he 
said. 

Noting that Los Angeles is 
spending $18 million on buses 
alone. Kirk commented. "I want 
to know what everyone in every 
house in Virginia feels about 
spending $18 million in Los 
Angeles, just to ride around in 
trallic." 

"Nobody learns anything in a 
bus." he stated 

"We have to gather together 
in defense of what we want," he 
said, "a contract between the 
educational system of this 
nation, for twelve years for each 
and every child, guaranteeing 
for that child a proper 
education, under proper, 
classroom conditions with a 
proper teaching teacher." 

Winding up the activities of 
the day, Mrs. Owen Wood, 
president of SONS of Virginia 
Beach stated. "If you took a poll 
<rf your schoolteachers, |N^n- 
clpals, blacks, whites and your 
council you would find no one 
wants busing-so I want to know 
why we have it."
